Whitman. 25, killed 13 persons 
with a murderous spray of rifle 
fire. Earlier he had shot and 
stabbed his mother to death and 
fatally knifed his young wife, 
Kathy, as she slept in their bed, 
police said.

The declaration by the New York 


Central Railway of its desire to abandon 
long-distance passenger train service, and 
the planned suspension of its famous 20th 
Century Limited will bring a nostalgic 
twinge to the hearts of the legions of 
railroad buffs of the country, and more 
particularly, those of sufficient age to 
recall their own delighted first experience 
on that magnificent train. 


It seems unlikely that there will be 


serious resistance before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, which must ap- 
prove the plan. The statistics^ on the 
decline of passenger train patronage tell 
their own cold and unsentimental story. 
Here is another example of the swift 
adaptation of the institutions once thought 
to be basic and permanent to the merciless 
requirements of modern Me. Today only 
two per cent o,f the inter-city travel in this 
vast 
country 
is 
represented 
by 
the 


railroads. Busses and airlines carry three 
per cent each. Nearly nine out of 10 
American travellers inter-city move by 
automobile. \Ve have no .doubt that the 
men of the New York Central regret the 
clear conclusions to be drawn from their 
accounting offices. But American corpora- 
tions 
cannot 
support -themselves 
on 


sentiment. There is represented here in 
effect a popular referendum. In 1955 the 
Central carried about 18.500,000 revenue 
passengers. Last year the figure was under 
9,000.000. 


In many respects. American railroads 


ere hobbled in ways that do not afflict 
their major competitors for the dollars of 
the American traveller. It takes more 


manpower to run a train than a bus or 
airplane, partly because of antiquated laws 
and regulations. Railroad taxation is often 
punitive. For these and other reasons, they 
can 
no longer compete 
in 
long-haul 


passenger service. They provide service 
whicn contemporary Americans regard as 
tardy, for prices that are higher than those 
charged by their more efficient rivals. A 
Chicago 
editor 
reminds us 
that 
the 


Century leaves that city at 4:30 p.m. and 
arrives in New York at 9:30 a.m. Minimum 
first class ticket fare comes to $83.99. A 
jet air ticket, first class, costs $52.30, 
including cocktails and a meal which are 
charged as asides on the railroad, and it 
permits a passenger to leave Chicago at 4 
p.m. and to land in New York at 6:46 p.m. 
Lately the Century has added coach 
service as a competitive gesture, at a price 
of $42.16. That compares with an airline 
coach ticket at $39.45. Bus service is 
competitive in time terms, and the Chicago- 
New York fare is now listed at $28.30. 


The New York Central management

frequent interurban service, with shuttle 
lines between cities 150 to 200 miles apart. 
More than three quarters of all travellers 
take trips of 200 miles or less. This may be 
the railroad passenger market of the 
future, and especially as growing popula- 
tions nearly everywhere in the country and 
ever more crowded thru-ways put a strain 
on our highway facilities. No doubt the 
railroad men have thoughtfully regarded 
the expert forecasts that before the end of 
the century inter-city highway traffic will 
be five times as dense as it is today.

Another African Revolt 


The latest revolt in Africa, once again 


in Nigeria, is an extension of the tribal 
antagonisms that plague so many of the 
new African nations and which are also 
apparent in some Asian conflicts. 


General Ironsi. who took over the 


revolt last January which wiped out the 
civilian rule in Nigeria, has" now been 
imprisoned by some of the "young Turk" 
officers in his own military force. Actually 
Ironsi did not lead last winter's revolt but 
he did try to compromise the disputes 
between the northern Moslem Hausas and 
the southern Ibo tribesmen, some of them 
Christian. Ironsi 
is an Ibo but 
his 


opponents in his own tribe claim that he 
has not taken enough action against the 
powerful Hausas. 


Actually Ironsi imprisoned one major 


northern 
leader. Major Nzeogwu. after 


having promised 
him immunity 
from 


prosecution if he would turn himself in 
after the winter's uprising. The arrest was 
not made public but the news leaked out, 
Jn part this seems to have been the basis 
for Ironsi's own capture. But in a deeper 
sense it has been the failure of the central 
government to impose its authority in the 
north that has infuriated the activist Ibo 
military men. 


United States officials seem to have 


matured at last in understanding these 
recurrent problems in the African nations. 
Generally 
our 
government 
recognizes 


whatever government holds power, if only 
for a short time until someone else grabs 
jt 
There have been few charges and 


zpparently little evidence that many of the 
icxolts are Communist inspired or even 


conditions in the slum and ghetto areas 
— and the disregard and suspicion of 
authority in general — mean that there 
are a lot of followers willing to loot, shoot 
and throw rocks. 


The victims of the violence have been 


almost 
all 
innocent 
bystanders 
who 


happened to live in the wrong place. They 
have been injured sometimes by police or 
National Guardsmen but the most recent 
riots 
proved that the agitators were 


primarily responsible. Only when 
the 


people who live in the riot torn areas come 
to realize that they need protection from 
the thugs is there a probability of ending 
the violence. 


The latest outbreaks may have brought 


about an awareness of the need. The 
Chicago Daily Defender, generally consid- 
ered a newspaper for Negro readers in 
particular, has probably said it best. In a 
recent editorial it strongly criticized-'two 
gangs 
which 
have been 
involved in 


recurrent warfare on Chicago's South Side. 


"The young gangsters who squeezed the 


triggers are plain stupid. They're dumb 
boys who don't rate being called the men 
they think they are. 
They hurt 
the 


community, hurt natural friends and hurt 
the Negro cause ... Let's treat them as the 
punks they are." 


stimulated by other African leaders with 
wider personal ambitions. Communism so 
far has failed dismally in Africa although 
it still has influence both in the Congo and 
in Burundi. Most African leaders are so 
busy trying to sniff out potential revolts in 
their own countries that they have little 
time to look over their borders. The 
examples of fallen African leaders, such as 
Nkrumah and Ben Bella, who tried to be 
regional 
or 
world 
leaders 
as 
well, 


apparently have not been overlooked by 
such leaders as Mobutu in the Congo and 
Kenyetta in Kenya. But their commands 
are far from secure and they know it. 


Some American foreign aid continues 


to go to many African nations, mostly in 
the form of surplus agricultural products. 
There is no reason why it should not if we 
recognize that even a massive feeding of 
the populace will not prevent revolts. But 
our government would be wise not to tie 
itself to any African regime. There may 
have been some reason for the United 
States to lend planes to fly the white 
mercenaries into the Congo when the Red 
inspired rebellion seemed to be gaining 
control. But it can be solidly justified only 
if we really believe that communism is a 
vast worldwide monolithic monster which 
threatens every free people as well as so 
many who are not free. As other revolts 
have shown, unconcern for lives of the 
innocent is characteristic of many of those 
seeking power. 


Ironsi may be able to regain control in 


Nigeria where fighting is still going on. 
But we cannot look for really stable 
governments in much of Africa and Asia 
for a long time.

Housing Discrimination Against 
Negro Violates Basic Principle 


Editor, Post-Crescent: 


In the current debate about 


a federal open housing law the 
matter of the sacredness of 
property has again risen. I 
believe there are serious flaws 
in the understanding of prop- 
erty rights by both advocates 
and opponents of this law. 


The opponents of open hous- 


ing claim that each person has 
a sacred right to hold and 
dispose of property as he sees 
fit. They insist, in other words, 
on the right to discriminate. 
Those in favor of open housing 
tend to word their arguments 
in such a way as to suggest 
that 
all 
discrimination is 


wrong. 


The fact is that discrimina- 


tion is essential to any society, 
but 
only certain kinds of 


discrimination. In other words, 
"in any society the representa- 
tives of the people can- take 
action against the rights of any 
one if it is in the interests of 
all and if it accords with 
generally held feelings of what 
is right and proper. We see 
this in Appleton in the recent 
moves to condemn property to 
build a new parking ramp and 
in the matter of S. Willkie St. 
It will be noticed that the 
persons on Willkie Street suf- 
fering from the city's edict 
claimed they had a right to 
refuse to sell, but most of us

WASHINGTON - 
Although 


still very much a long shot, high- 
level officials here are now 
seriously restudying an old idea 
which conceivably could trans- 
form the Vietnamese war.

Though we 
wives can repair an electric 
iron cord at home, it's nothing 
like these minute wires . . . 


Prayers were being said, I 


knew, and it WHS as quiet in the 
operating room as if the Good 
Loid were standing thcie giving 
communion to us all. 


The icmaining wire was at 


asl attached and 1 actually saw 
life being given back to this 
dear, old gentleman. His heart 
was 
beating 
72 strokes 
a 


minute. His skin tinned a losy 
pink again. He smiled a tired 
smile and a tear drop gathered 
at the edge of one eye. 


He needed the big electric 


machin no moie . . . 


And that wasn't the only tear 


1 saw in that room. 


It was about 5:30 p.m. 


Shoulders sagged. The weary 


tension 
of the 
surgeon, 
the 


doctors and the nurses disap- 
wired. Smiles took its place. 
Again those who devote their 
ivcs to healing the sick had 
been rewarded. 


The operating loom at Pied- 


mont is a vety reverent place; 
sort of like a quiet chapel. I 
knew that silent prayers were 
being said again to the Great 
God Almighty in thanks for this 
life they had saved. 


And guess what? 


The precious Mr. Oehler was 


up walking the next day when I 
went to see him and he wanted 
to go home! 


I politely called him Mister 


Kangaroo with his own "private 
pouch." He smiled a crooked 
smile and said, "I do wish I had 
that old battery . . . " 


And sure enough this story 


ends like all fairy tales. Dr. 
Isaacs had saved the battery 
and gave it to him the next day.

worldwide campaign of sanctions 
led by Britain. 


Money Emergency 


—Plagued by their own money 


emergency, the British want 
desperately to be rid of a costly 
quarrel that is gobbling up pre- 
cious resources and menacing 
prized investments. 


—Any settlement with Smith 


which fails to put Rhodesia's 
African majority in power is 
likely to be seen by the new 
Commonwealth 
nations as a 


sellout of African interests. 


—Only last week, Common- 


wealth Relations Secretary Ar- 
thur Bottomley confessed 
in 


Parliament that Britain has no 
power to enforce her wishes on 
the Smith regime. 


All this has brought the "Wil- 


son government to what may 
seem to some a moment of 
humiliating truth. 


The truth is that Britain - 


mightiest power at the turn of 
the century — now has neither 
the resources nor the political 
resolve to crush a rebellion of 
250,000 determined white coloni- 
als. 


Compromise, accordingly, has 


been accepted by Wilson as the 
only practicable way out, even 
if it has to be a compromise 
with a man Bottomley once 
branded a liar and a rebel, 
ately around him are aware 
that the process of compromise 
will be convulsive both within 
the British Commonwealth and 
Cabinet. 


Wilson and his spokesmen

The Kingstons were here from 


their San Francisco Bay homes 
to record the title song for the 
Dean Martin Western. "Texas 
Across the River." Nick Rey- 
nolds, who is billed as "The 
Runt of the Litter," did some 
reminiscing about the eventful 
decade. 


"II was just 10 years ago that 


Bob Shane and I met at Menlo 
College." said Nick. "I was 
tending bar in a joint where Bob 
and 
I 
fooled 
around 
with 


guitars. Later we met Dave 
Guard, who was at Stanford." 


At Purple Onion 


The collegiates teamed as the 


Kingston Trio — Harry Bela- 
fonte's calypso was hot then — 
and played their first profes- 
sional date at San Francisco's 
Purple Onion in 1957. Their 
record 
of 
"Tom Dooley" 


brought them national attention 
and awakened America to the 
vast legacy of folk music. 


Five years ago Dave Guard 


defected; he was last reported 
on the beach in Australia. John 
Stewart 
replaced 
him 
with 


scarcely a missed beat, and the 
trio has continued on its money- 
making way. 


"The record business hasn't 


been good," admitted Reynolds, 
"but that's to be expected after 
26 albums. The personal ap- 
pearances couldn't be any bet- 
ter. 
We go out about 
five 


months of the year now, a few 
weeks at a time, playing audi- 
toriums, colleges, Lake Tahoe 
and Las Vegas. 


"The crowds continue to be 


great. I keep looking for signs 
that the whole thing is ending. 
So far, nothing." 


Young Millionaires 


By working less than half a 


year, the Kingston Trio can still 
earn more than a million, and 
that's from their musical efforts 
alone. They also own a mass of 
investments — buildings, res- 
taurants, a night club. etc. 


Reynolds, Shane and Stewart 


converge every two or three 
months for board meetings to 
oversee their enterprises. When 
not performing, they go sepa- 
rate ways. Shane raises Shet- 
and ponies on a farm near Ro- 
swell, Ga. Reynolds builds and 
races cars. Stewart tends to the 
music: he composed eight of the 
12 songs on the last album. 


All three are in their thirties 


and married; 
total children: 


six. 
i 


Although they constantly add| 


new songs, their style remains 
the same: melodic, rhythmic,! 
vital. 


Folk-rock? It's not for us," 


said Reynolds. "Only good mu- 
sicians can really handle it. like 
he Mamas and the Papas or 
he Beatles.

Under the option clause, a pro 


football player signs for one 
year with the club getting an 
additional year's option on his 
services. The pro football play- 
er, however, can break the bond 
with the club by "playing out 
his option" with or without the 
team's permission. 


When he does that he plays 


his second year — the option 
year — at a 10 per cent reduc- 
tion in his previous year's sala- 
ry. But he then becomes a free 
agent and can sign with any 
club in any league. 


There were two cases of lhat 


recently. Kicker Pete Gogolak 
played out his option with Buf- 
falo of the American Football 
League and signed with New 
York of the National, and defen- 
sive tackle Ernie Ladd played 
out his option with San Diego 
and joined the AFL's Houston 
Oilers. 


Salary Wedge 


So, under the football con- 


tract, a player working on the 
option year of his contract can 
use that as a salary wedge, 
threatening to take his services 
elsewhere if his demands are 
not met. 


Such was the case with San 


Diego defensive end Earl Fai- 
son who played out his option 
with (he Chargers but ultimately 
signed with the same club when 
they presumably agreed to his 
terms. 


Baseball players, such as 


Koufax and Drysdale, cannot 
exercise a similar option. If 
they don't sign they cannot play 
,vith anyone. 


But — wtien it comes to hold- 
ng out a Koufax or Drysdale 
has the legal edge. Having 
signed for only one year he is 
ree to negotiate each year 
without penalty of fines.
